 Once again we want to thank our flexible PEOs and our hardworking Trouble 

Shooters who responded to another last minute Directive from the Secretary of 

State. Due to an accident in downtown Cincinnati a Federal Judge made a 

decision to extend our polling hours by one hour. Because we didn’t receive 

notice of this until 8:01pm, all of our locations were closed and ten precincts had 

already reported back to the Board office. With everyone working together we 

were able to allow some voters the opportunity to cast a Provisional Ballot until 

8:30pm. We recognize that another hour at the end of a long day is difficult to 

ask, but we appreciated your understanding and willingness.  Thanks for helping 

us satisfy the state’s Directive. 

 

 

 

Well, we all made it. We at the Board of Elections office will take a while to 
recuperate from the long hours and busy election. Who would have thought that 
our voter turnout this election would have been higher than the 2008 and     
2012 Primaries? This election the voter turnout was 46.34% compared to 44.97 
in 2008 and 15.51% in 2012. 
 
We fully expect to have a record turnout this fall, with early voting increasing by 
at least 30%. 
 
We hope to see all of our wonderful Precinct Election Officials back this fall to 
work again.

Many of you used our Sign Up Genius to schedule your classes and 
that helps all of us ensure you are enrolled in the class that best fits 
your schedule. Like we mentioned, everyone will be required to be 
trained before the General Election in November and due to the large 
voter turnouts in Early Voting, we will be moving our training back to 
the Administration Building in their new training room on the 3rd floor.

This Election we had 13,525 Democrat and 55,434 
Republicans cast ballots.  
 
We had 1210 Provisional Ballots cast. After careful review, 
we were able to count 950 of them. That means we had to 
reject 260 Provisional Ballots: 190 because the voter was 
not registered in the state and 53 because the voter was 
allowed to vote at the wrong precinct/location.  
 
Please use caution when issuing a Provisional Ballot to a 
voter. You need to make sure that a voter is voting at the 
correct precinct. If there is ever any doubt. . . Call our office 
right away.

 The Ohio Secretary of State’s office has been granted funding 

to mail out Absentee Ballot Applications to all active 

registered voters for the November 2016 Election. You 

should receive one around Labor Day. If you do not receive 

an application, feel free to visit our website or call our office. 

 Absentee Ballots have to be requested for each election. 

Applications are accepted starting January 1st each year. 

 We fully expect to have the largest voter turnout that we 

have ever seen in this county. Our office has already started
